Conference on Educational Research 


Finds Gifted Children Get Less Attention 


America’s “underdog complex” 
is partially responsible for the 
fact that her gifted children have 
not been given the special edu- 
cational opportunity they need. 
This was one of the conclusions 
reached by more than 200 edu- 
cators at the 10th Annual State 
Conference on Educational Re- 
search in San Mateo recently. 

Educators have found the 
American public much more will- 
ing to spend money for special 
programs for the mentally re- 
tarded and the physically handi- 
capped than they are to invest in 
programs for gifted, the group 
reported. 

The conference,.sponsored by 
the California Teachers Associa- 
tion and the California Council 
on Educational Research was 





held at the Villa Hotel. Conferees 
included leaders in educational 
research from colleges, universi- 
ties, city and county school de- 
partments, State Department of 
Education, and CTA. 

The fact that “Americans have 
been afraid of developing an in- 
tellectually elite group, and the 
schools haye reflected public 
opinion in overstressing con- 
formity rather than individual 
excellence is also. significant,” 
conference participants stated. 
They pointed out that teachers, 
for years, have struggled with 
the problem of “making it re- 
spectable to be bright.” Before 
the schools can be really effect- 
ive in helping the bright child, 
the community itself must place 
a higher value on intellectual
